Agriculture? 

Or Industry? 

There was standing room only in Bradford West 
Gwillimbury Council on Tuesday night, for a Public 
Meeting under the Planning Act. 

Under discussion was a Zoning By-law Amendment 
application from Hermanns Realco Inc., seeking to 
rezone a 32.25 hectare (80 acre) Agricultural property 
on County Rd. 27 at the 3rd Line BWG, "to permit a 
landscape contracting operation in association with the 
growing of horticultural nursery stock." 

But to the residents who packed the Council chamber, 
what was being proposed was “a large scale industrial/ 
commercial operation hidden behind nursery stock on 
prime agricultural land.” 

The application proposed using approximately 68% 
of the property for a horticultural nursery - but the 
remaining 10 hectares of land would be developed 
as a “working area,” with a 2-storey 1,884 sq. m. office 
building, a 1,874 sq. m. warehouse/mechanical building, 
parking for 95 vehicles, outdoor storage, and 8 “coveralls” 
totalling 14,560 sq. m., to house equipment and materials 
used in the "manufacture” of soils and mulches. 

Director of Planning and Development, Geoff 
McKnight noted that the scale of the proposal has raised 
red flags, both at the County of Simcoe and the Town’s 
planning department. The County has stated that the 
proposal “does not comply” with the agricultural land 
policies of the Growth Plan for the Greater Golden 
Horseshoe, the Provincial Policy Statement, or the 
County’s Official Plan, and has refused to grant access to 
County Rd. 27 “unless additional information and further 
analysis determines otherwise." 

McKnight told the meeting that the Town’s planners 
concur with the County, and feel that the “scale and 
composition” of the proposal does not comply with 
agriculture-related policies. Those policies do permit 
secondary uses on agricultural land, he said, but “they 
have to be small in scale.” 

McKnight summarized the comments received 
from the public, highlighting concerns that ranged 
from the permanent loss of prime agricultural land, to 
the potential impact of traffic, noise, dust and odors 
- although he was quick to emphasize that there is no

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County’s Food & Ag Charter 


Just as crops ripen in Ontario fields, the 
County of Simcoe has released the draft 
of a “Food and Agriculture Charter” - a 
guideline that provides, in broad strokes, 
a picture of the values and beliefs about 
food, food security, and food access. 

The document, which can be viewed 
on line, acknowledges that Agriculture 
is one of the primary industries in the 
County - but that agriculture is in need 
of protection, if it is to continue to be a 
vital part of the economy. Urban sprawl 

energy costs, and an aging workforce, 
especially in farming, are all challenges. 

The Charter also acknowledges that, 
although food is essential to life and 
optimal health, many members of the 
community face barriers to access. 

Four basic principles are enshrined in 
the Food and Agriculture Charter: 

. Equal access to healthy and 
nutritious food for all. This calls for 
initiatives to eliminate hunger, improve 
local food distribution, promote whole 
fresh foods and healthy food choice, and 
increase food education and literacy. 

. A Close-Knit Community Achieved 
through a Celebration of Food 
and Culture. Promotion of food 
festivals, cultural cuisines, and local 
history, including the recognition and 
celebration of traditional food customs 
and First Nations heritage. 


. Sustainable Economic Growth and 
Prosperity. Creating opportunities 
for local agricultural businesses to 
produce, store, package, promote, sell 
and deliver their products; building 
partnerships between farms, local 
businesses, organizations, institutions 
and government; removing the barriers 
facing existing and prospective fanners 
- including land acquisihon, land-use 
planning regulations and costs. 

. Agricultural Stability and 
Environmental Responsibility. 
Identifying the needs for farm 
succession planning, skilled labour 
and innovation in agriculture, and 
addressing the needs through education 
and access to information. The Charter 
notes, “Risks to both farmland and 
the environment due to urban sprawl 
and population growth need to be 
addressed, and die protection and 
preservation of our ecosystem must 
be made a priority. A continuing 
effort must be made to explore 
innovative technologies which improve 
productivity and environmental 
responsibility in farming.” 

The public is invited to review the 
draft Charter, and comment at simcoe. 
ca or attend one of 5 planned public 
consultations. A meeting will be held in 
Bradford on October 10 at the Bradford 
Community Centre, 5 to 7 p.m.
